Other fires 
of a like nature have occurred in 
the county since the grasa has 
been killed by the frost ana dri- 
ed. Where pastures are burned 
over this early it kills the Japau 
clover seed, so there will be no 
crop of thia valuable grass on 
land now burned over. After a 
number of freezes aud the seed 
get down into the ground fires do 
not interfere with the seed germ- 
ination. It would cost 18.00 or 
$4.00 per acre to reseed this land 
to Japau clover as nature left it 
before the fire.

First Report. 

The first report of the Depart- 
ment of Roads, now being pre- 
pared bv Commissioner of Roads 
R C. Terrell, who organized the 
department in July, 1912, gives 
the number of miles of road in 
Kentucky at 68,000, of which 
only 10,636 6 miles are improved, 
besides which there are 800 miles 
of toll roads remaining. The 
number oi acres iucluded in the 
highways is 220,000, valued at 
$00,000,000, based on the esti- 
mated cost of reproduction. The 
counties raised by local taxation 
$1,988,000 for read work iu 1912, 
most of which was used in repair 
and maintenance of roads and 
bridgea, only about 20 per cent 
of the fund being* spent on new 
roads. New road* and bridges 
in 1912 cost 1300,000 and $220.- 
000, respectively- The counties 
had employed on the roads dur- 
ing that period 186,000 free la- 
borers. !f> 

In connection with the new 
order under the act, creating the 
State Department of Roads, 
Commissioner TarceU examined 
262 applicants for County Roads 
Engineers, of whom 178 passed 
the examinations. 

Commissioner Terrell in his 
report shows among the activities

Commissioner Terrell probably 
will recommend that, as a mat 
ter of economy, Fiscal Courts 
provide the County Road Engi- 
neers with cheap automobiles, 
so that they cau get around to 
inspect the roads in all sections 
and suoervise work in progress. 

Proof lor Our Contention 

The Times has all aloug main- 
tained that the assessment of 
Powell couuty property was 
nearer its real value than that 
of many of our Bluegraas neigh- 
bors, and the LAN. railroad iu 
its hearing before the assessment 
Board has brought out the proof 
of our contention. One of thein 
is Clark county. The road tiles 
an affidavit from the Clark coun- 
ty Clerk iu whioh he swears that 
Ihe property valuation of that 
couuty will not exceed 60% of 
its real cash value. Still Clark 
is rarely ever raised by the State 
Board of Equalisation, while 
Powell is always raised from 10% 
to 20%. This is not fair, but we 
have a poor way of helpiug our-

AGRICULTURAL EXTENSION. 

For a number of years the de- 
struction and threats of destruc- 
tion from the San Jose scale have 
hung over the fruit growing nur- 
sery business of this country, 
discouraging and thwarting, in- 
creasing expense and reducing 
profits until the very name of 
San Jose scale has become a sort 
o7~" nightmare to the men who 
produce fruit for the market. 
In spite of all that has beeu dour 
to prevent, this scale has spread 
steadily, and has now completely 
occupied about all of the be«t 
fruit growing territory of tb. 
United States. Fruit grower- 
have never had to deal with n 
pest so difficult to suppress and 
so generally and constantly de- 
structive to all deciduous tret- 
fruits since fruit growing becanw> 
a business in America. 

A beam of light is thrown on 
tins somewhat gloomy situation 
by the appearance recently of 
small insect parasites that bid 
fair to check the injuries of San 
Jose scale and to render the work 
of keeping orchards and nurser- 
ies in good condition much let* 
difficult. These parasites has* 
been reared during the past sum- 
mer in numbers in the Division 
of Entomology and Botany of tb* 
Kentucky Experiment Station at 
Lexington. This new friend is a 
mere yellow speck, hardly recog- 
nisable as an insect except by us 
movements, yet is a highly or- 
ganized, four winged fly, belong- 



as" tke'nbnej beeT* Its" young, a 
small white grub, lives within 
the bodies of the scale insect, and 
numbers of the scales from tresj) 
about Lexington, Barbourville, 
Pineville, and elaewhere in East- 
ern Kentucky, may be seen to 
have a round hole in the back 
through which the mature para- 
site has emerged. Trees recent- 
ly thickly covered with scale aud 
apparently doomed, have shown 
a decided relief from the injury 
this season as a result of the 
beneficent work of these small 
flies. 

At the request of the Illinois 
State Entomologist a package of 
the parasites has just been sent 
to that State with a view to es- 
tablishing the parasite there. E- 
ventually it is hoped it cau b* 
made to occupy all of the region 
iuvaded I y the scale. 

Several other enemies of the 
scale are under observation at 
the Station, one of them, the 
grub of a ajnall black lady beetle, 
having dpue on some trees ae 
good work in reducing the scale 
as its minute associate. Au ef- 
fort will be made later to distrib- 
ute these insects to sections of 
the State where they are not 
now present.

The law creating the Kentucky Tu- 
berculosis Commission at the last leg- 
islature provides also a plan for the 
building of small hospitals throughout 
the state for the proper treatment of 
tuberculosis. The plan in brief is as 
follows: The Fiscal Court of any 
county may declare that county a dis- 
trict for the purpose of building a hos- 
pital. Or, by petition, the question 
may be submitted to a vote of the peo- 
ple at any regular election, and. if 
carried, it Is then the duty of the Fis- 
cal Court to declare the county a dis- 
trict. Any group of counties touching 
one another may declare themselves 
a single district for this purpose by a 
vote at any general election .which 
carries in each of the counties in- 
volved. Then, under certain restric- 
tions in the law, the State Commission 
a considerable group of citl- 
en and women, of the county 
or counties involved, from which 
group the judges of these counties 
name a District Board of Tuberculosis 
Hospital Trustees. This Board then 
asks of the Fiscal Court funds to be 
rais»4 in tne Tegular lev: 
From these funds a site is selected, 
subject to the approval of the State 
and then the Board pro- 
to erect the hospital. The State 
Is given a very general 
oversight ot the future activities of 



,nd the construction and 
of the hospital. Patients 
are to be received from the district, 
free or for a weekly charge, ac- 
ta their financial condition, 
and the cost of maintenance not met 
by these charges must be paid by the 



This is not so expensive a plan as it 
looks. After the construction of a rea- 
sonably substantial building for the 
purpose of administration, the cooking 
and serving of meals, and the housing 
of the nurses, the building or build- 
ings for the actual housing of the 
consumptives can be more cheaply 
erected than those for any similar hos- 
pital purpose, because the patients sre 
made to live and sleep in the open air, 
or on verandas; very small, cheaply 
constructed buildings are sufficient t-ir 
the purpose. The whole (ampaian 
against tuberculosis Is based, not on 
sympathy, but on economics.
